Jt was, rumoured on different parts of tha 
river that something like fifty bodies had 
been pioked up at this quiet little village, 
and ‘his-moy In some-measure account tor 
tho hundreds of persons who visited the 

olico-station during the day. Persons who 
fad beon unsuccessful in finding their de- 
ceased relatives or Arienda at Woolwich, 
Barking, Rainham, and elsewhere, came to 
Erith as a last resouroo; but only fourteen 
Dodies were picked up> So far as can be 
gathered none have yet been found below 
the point. ‘The first intimation of the—ca- 
Iamity which was received hore was brought 
by one of the boats of the Bywell Castlo, 
which landed three of the survivorse-g boy 
and two adults. Those were taken fo the 
Yacht. public-honse; where they remained 


Y Vall night. The work of identilication has’ 


gone on rather quickly ot this. point, the’ 
majority of the persons having been claimed 
by their relatives, A remarkable- instance 
of nistaken identity tock placo here. Two 
gentlemen entered the station, total strangers 
to each other, and having walked along the 
path they hoth identified one lady—~the one 
stating that it was his wife, and the second 
saying she was his mother. “It subsequent- 
ly turned out that the husband’s identifica- 
fon was the correot one, the lady, being Mrs 
Brown, of North Hall, Mortimer-road; Bt. 
John’s Wood. Tho station all the evening 
has been almost besieged with inquiries, 
whilst trade in the district seems at a stand- 
stit-all the shopkeepers and work-people 
having turned out in streets to gather 
in groups and disouss the sad newa, More 
than one tale is told of providential escapes, 
but generally the sight of the living is much 
more distressing than that of the dead. 


. Banurna, Wednesday. 

The excitement and sympathy manifested 
at this somewhat out-ot-the-way place have 
increased, and during the whole of to-day 
wore aa intense as the feeling exhibited on 
the opposite shore. When itis known that 
no less than 29 bodies of the unfortunate 
pasaengers are lying here, only 13 of whom 
were, up to seven o’clook to-night, identified, 
this is easily accounted for. ‘Train after 
train brings anxious and inquiring friends 
from London and elsewhere, to see if’ they 
can recognise one, or, in most cases, more 
an one, who was deat to them; and fail- 
ing to discover those whom they seek, their 
anguish is augmented by having to cross the 
water, only to meet a. sight more horrible 
perhaps than the one they have lately quite 


Within an hour after the disaster took 
plece the first of the bodies was landed at 
the Creek, and conveyed to the plumber's 
room of Messrs Laweo’ pg uring the 
night one after another was brought in, and 
at eight o’clook this. morning’ twenty-one 
bodies, chiefly those of women, were laid on 
saoke, slongeide each other, waiting to be 
recognited, Two hours lator ci othex 
bodies were brought ashore, one being 2 
Lwelledressed young lady, who had several 
ringo on and three little children, who, cons 
trary to the shocking aspect’ exhibited ‘by. 
tho other bodies,“loy- side- by. side, ax '-if 
deoping, Only two of them have been ides 
tied, The heads and faces of rome of the 
poor oreatures were terribly ont, and as the 
work of recognition evded, and that 
tlowly, owing to thé rted features of 
the victims, the suches: of distress were 
heertrending, . Shortly befor. two o'clock 
the bodied of ttvo men; respectably dresced

Grinatead, 
Princess Alice, A-freo pass from Sheerness 
was also found upon her, ‘Tho man-is an 
elderly person, evidently named Wright, as 
‘a letter from Messrs~ Hollington Brothers 
was found upon him bearing that name, and 
also a letter from. his gon in America, ad- 
dressed to .N. Wright: - He is an elderly 
person, and rather stent. - : esl 
The saloon of the ill-fated vessel has also 
been washed ashore at this point, and now 
lies on the beach, Every few minutes: the 
dead house was visited by numbers of persons 
in search of missing friends, and some of the 
acenes witnessed were of the moat distress- 
ing character. Up to this time none of the 
bodies has. been identified. ‘The body of a 
child has also been| washed ashore near the 
Dagenham Candle 3 aetory. ~

PERSONAL, NAREATIVES, { 

The following are the thrilling personal 
descriptions of aome of the passengers of 
the ‘ill-fated vessel who were fortunate 
enough to escape i— ety : 
~~ Mr Olaude Hamilton Wiele, saya :—I am 
adler in London, and was returning with 
my brother, after a three days’ holiday at 
Sheerness, I wae standing on tho lower 
. part of the aftor gang-way at the time of, 
the accident, having left my brother some- 
where on the top of the saloon deck, Wo 
rhad come up slowly against tide from 
Gravesend, which we left at pix o’clook. 
The captain was in his usual place on the 
deck, All the crew were sober, and every- 
thing appeared to be in good.order, The 
Princesa Alicea was fully loaded, and'tho 
fore part especially was crowded. I did 
not witness-the-vollision, nor did J see the 
ship whioh struck us until I was in tho 
water, Uur vessel aeomed to be almost cub 
in two,-and in a few minutes she seemed to 
double up in the middle and sink in deep 
water, ‘The people rolled down the decks 
towards the opening, it was so steep they 
could not atand. 4 did not wait for her to 
aink, and after firing a peculiar whistle 
which my brother might recognise, I 
jumped into the water. Prenontly I found 
my brother swimming about; we are both 
good swimmers, and we made for the screw 
steamer. The water was full of people, 
especially about the hull of the screw, and 
wa had great difficulty in avoiding them, 
“& woman olutohed me, but I got away and 
Leaw her.go down like a stone. The 
Pelnoess Alioo sank as I leaped off, and L 
was one of the last left on board, working 
my way to the stern before I jumped, 
took off my boots, coat, and waist-coat, aud 
reaobed here in my trousers and shirt only, 

Mr Herbert ee Wiele, brother of 
the former, says: 1 was on the aaloon deck, 
aft, but looking ahead. I heard a shout- 
ing, when I saw the huge red hull of a 
steamer, coming upon us, towering high 
above our saloon. She struck us amidships 
on the right hand side, and then we seemed 
to lie still for a minute, I ran down the 
companion ladder and got to the extreme 
after part of the boat, and I took off my 
boots ready to dive, The passengers were 
frantic and I tried to pacify some of them, 
for I did not think we nbould sink, and 
{ think the people got a little quieter, 
but in threo or four minutes our vessel 
parted in the middle, and she seemed to 
double up. Tho part where I was rose 60 
high in tho air-that I was almost afraid 
to dive, I shut my eyes and plunged-in, 
taking a long dive to get clear of the 
people in the water. I had seen them 
sliding down the decks before I leaped. 
Our vessel ‘seemed noar the north shore 
just before the accident, and we were not 
steaming at all, for the captain had stopped 
to avoid another vessel whioh had just 
ebaved ua, and before she could go-ahead 
this other one came upon us. The captain 
and officers shouted, ‘‘ Where ate you 
coming to,” and she drove into our aide. 
When I came up after diving the Princess 
Alice was not to be seen, but I wiped the 
water out of my oyes and saw my brother. 
We swam together to the screw ship and 
got hold of s. rope, which some:one threw 
over to us,. The sorew had stopped, and 
did what it could to eavo life, but it did 
not lower any boats. Isaw four or. five 
meh'on board, and they said they had'no 
boats: The money-taker of the Princes’ 
Alico climbed up tho chain of the funnel 
when the accident took place, and got on 
board the scrow o8 she-came fnshing in, 
and Talso naw one of the stewards catah, 
hold of the anchor chain, I believe these 
two afterwards came ashore. . My brother 
and I got faint clinging to the rope, and 
let go. We svram abont till we got hold of 
4 boat,-and-dragged on-there fot’ a while, 
Until at last the.-man in ohargo of the boat 
took us in, Wo were taken.on shoroat

1 
think that whole families must have been 
drowned in the saloon, because numbers 
had gone inside complaining’ of it beings 
chilly evening, When tho collision ocdurred.

In five minutes 
thore was not a particle left of our boat, 
beyond a few picces floating in the water, 
1 owe my. life to catching hold of a life 
buoy that was thrown from the Bywell 
Castle, When I was picked up I saw # lot 
of people clinging to the ropes, and they 
took some of them in, When the vesodl’ 
began to sink tho after part.went down 
first, and I ran forward until she went 
away from under my fest, When I heard 
the captain call out 1 looked round, and I 
saw the collior's red light quite plainly, but I 
really do not know. whether we had our 
lighta burning, ad I had taken no notice, 
Whon she sank I followed the - screws 
The steam camo yp, and I thought. the 
boilers would have burst. I carnot des 
cribe the: scene that ensued, ag it was too 
awful to think of, I am not a swimmer. 
James Lynn: says :—We were golng along 
very comfortably until the ship stopped 
after leaving Gravesend. We then atarted 


again, ‘and then I heard some one call out | 


“Stop” again, and we *throwed our head 
towards the shore.” A vessel appeared to 
be bearing down on us, and the captain of 
tho Princess Alice called out to them to 
stop, but they took no notice of him or 
of the shouts of the passengers, She waa 
thon within.200 or 800 yarda of us, The 
crew and passengers called to them to turn 
their ship, but she atill kept.on, and dashed 
tight into our side, and nearly cut us in 
two. Ihad my mother and my aunt on 
board with me, but I do not know whether 
they are saved or not, as I havo not seen 
tiem since, I tried-.to: scramble up the 
chains of the ship, but I was kicked down 
off them by othera, I did not think much 
of it, as I did not believe she was goin 
sink so rapidly. I thon ran down to the 
lower deck to try and save my friends, but 
no sooner had I got there than lt mas 
swamped, ‘The screama were something 
dreadful to hear. I managed to get hack 
again -on the deck, whon tho ‘boat went 
down. When I waa in the water—I could 
not awim—lI struck out as well as I could, 
and I don’t exactly remember what became 
of me.

Aw alarm of fire was given about 6 o'clock 
this morning. It appeays that. the police- 
man on duty in the neighbourhood observed 
emoke issuing ftom the windows of « coal; 
godown belonging to Messrs Sassoon & Co. 
at Wanchi, and he at once gave the alarm. 
The engines proceeded to: the scene ag soon 
os possible, and it was then found that the 
coals inthe godéwn had only commenced to 
smoulder, A quantity of water was thrown’ 
into the building and codlies wore set to 
work to.remove the coal. ‘The large engines 
then left and a hand’ engine wos held in 
readiness.in caso any fresh outbreals of the 
fire occurred. ‘ 


Tne Chinese Revenue-Cruiser Perg-chao- 
hai* (Captain Palmer) left port this after-. 
noon, to see if any. er traces could be 
found of the ill-fated wreck and crew of the 
Zi-chi. It appears that the schooner was 
lost near Sankao (not Lantao, as we wore at 
first informed), one of the Lema Islands, 
and that the two survivors have described 
‘very aconrately the scens of the disaster, 
The unfortunate vessel. was, it is said, 
soudding before the gale of the 8th, when a 
following soa rose and swept the pilot and 
man at the wheel from the deck in an in- 
stant, tho result being that:she broached to, 
and in a few minutes filled and weht down, 
For fifty-four hours the two Chinamen are 
said to haye been at the maroy of the waves, 
though Inshed to a Boat (which was’ bot. 
tom tp.) They were picked up on the 10th, 
and taken to Macao, where. thoy arrived on 
the 16th, After they had given what in- 
formation they could to Captain Palmer, 
they were sent on to Canton, It is to be 
feared that'no more will ever bo learnt of 
the Zi-cht and her popular young captain: 

Ov advices from Amoy are: still warlike— 
so much so that wo almost shrink from 
publishing them in all their thrilling details, 
‘We mentioned some time since that’ musou- 
Jar foros had lately been asserting itself 
there in  mannér which is not creditable to
